1000 British Ships Qn Hand

NEW YORK, Feb. I.—After special 
guards had been established about 
interned Qerman liners anchored at 
Hoboken and other New York piers, 
tho order issued by Collector of the 
Port Malone last night, prohibiting de 
parture of any ships was lifted today. 
It is possible the port may be closed 
again tonight as it was last night. Two 
American destroyers are off the har­ 
bor to enforce neutrality. 
At the offices of the 
International 
Mercantile Marine it was said they 
were given to understand their freight­ 
er Philadelphian could depart today if 
desired. 
The Philadelphian 
had 
a 
minor collision with a barge, however, 
and at noon was still anchored off the 
Statue of Liberty. 
Several vessels were turned back 
after the closing order was issued last 
night, but so far as known none had 
resumed their voyages today. 
Extra Police on Guard

All German ships, which include the

Extra police and 
deputies were assigned to the piers 
whore these shipa are tied up.

Officials of steamship lines said no 
cancellations of sailing bad been or­ 
dered as yet.

nounced they had no authority to can­ 
cel or postpone sailings as such action 
would have to be ordered from Lon­ 
don.

Maintain Neutrality 
Two torpedo boat 
destroyers 
are 
maintaining neutrality off the harbor, 
steamship officials said. 
The British Atlantic fleet was en 
route to the waters off New York har­ 
bor two days ago. ostensibly bent on 
chasing the German raider which bas 
been pperating in the 8outh Atlantic. 
The entire fleet is now in possession 
to convoy shipping if necessary, ac­ 
cording to admission in British circles 
here. 
By order of Dudley Field M stone, 
collector of the port of New York, a 
United States destroyer stationed at 
quarantine in New York harbor turned 
back all ships last night 
No reason 
was given, but it was supposed the 
action was taken to give shipowners 
time to learn the gravity of Germany’s 
message. 
British naval 
preparations 
around 
New York harbor within the last few 
days gave ample proof, according to 
shipping circles, that

ivnew of the approaching pronounce­ 
ment of Germany.

It is now believed these precautions 
were taken with a view to using the 
warships as convoys for ships leaving 
New York. 
It as stated authoritatively that a

clauslflcations are available for convoy 
duty and submarine chasing in tho 
Atlantic. 
Approximately two thousand Ameri­ 
can merchant seamen are now on the 
Atlantic bound 
for this country or 
Europe. 
In addition there are hun­ 
dreds working as crews 
on 
foreign 
ships. 


Ruthless Naval War 


Grossly Unwarranted Expan­ 
sion of Blockade Rights 
% Says Ex-President 


CONCORD, N. H., Feb. I —For­ 
mer President Taft speaking be­ 
fore the legislature here 
today, 
denounced Germany’s declaration 
of 
unrestrained 
naval 
warfare, 
calling it a “grossly unwarranted 
expansion of the rights of block­ 
ade.” 
Taft said: 
“The dangerous crisis in our re­ 
lations with Germany, forced by 
her declared intention 
to 
sink 
neutral vessels engaged in trade 
with France and England, their 
crews and 
passengers, 
without 
warning, by submarine warfare, is 
a grossly unwarranted expansion 
of the right of blockade, 
which 
belligerents have in international 
law against neutrals. 
It greatly 
emphasizes the necessity for has­ 
tening adequate military and nav­ 
al preparedness against aggression. 
It also takes away the flattering 
unction that we are now so re­ 
mote from a European war that 
we should decline to enter a world 
league to enforce peace. 
Such a 
league in the future would be as 
useful and needed a protection to 
us as our leadership and partici­ 
pation in It are necessary to its 
formation and wise guidance. 
It 
is our duty to ourselves and to 
the world to help it protect itself 
against the horrors 
of 
another 
war.”

SENATE DEBATER 
RAPS WILSON 
PEACE IDEAS 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
I.—Senator 
McCumber, Republican, today started 
a Senate debate on the President’s ad­ 
dress to that body despite the sugges­ 
tions that he postpone 
comment 
at 
this time. 
McCumber 
denounced 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s ideas, declaring, “any sugges­ 
tion of the country to remodel Euro­ 
pean forms of government and recon­ 
struct the map of Europe, would be 
taken about as seriously as our sub­ 
marine notes or our Mexican threats.’’ 
“We face a critical situation. 
Mat­ 
ters are before us which involve the 
honor of the 
nation. 
The 
German 
note foreshadows an era of slaughter 
and starvation. 
It brings 
to 
mind 
forcefully our wish to stop the great 
war. 
It is not for the Senate to in­ 
vade the rights of the President on 
such an occasion, but we can help him 
in his efforts for 
future 
universal 
peace by considering fully his mes­ 
sage to this body.” 
In starting his debate of President 
Wilson's address Senator Lodge de­ 
clared: 
“I shall make no reference to the 
note from Germany that so startled 
the world this morning. 
That note 
places a great responsibility on 
the 
President and no word shall fall from 
my lips that might embarrass bim in 
dealing with that note." 


Teuton Leader In Reichstag 
Speech Lays Bown Atti­ 
tude of His Country 


BERLIN, 
Feb. 
I.—The 
German 
press today supports the government 
in its move far a “barred zone” about 
Germany’s enemies and the removal of 
naval warfare restrictions. There were 
no demonstrations. 
The people ap­ 
pear to be satisfied with the govern­ 
ment’s decision. 


AMSTERDAM,

accepts the challenge to fight to the 
finish and is staking 
everything 
to 
win. 
The Imperial Chancellor, Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, thus summed up Ger 
many’s attitude in a speech which he 
made yesterday to the main commit 
tee of the Reichstag. 
Dispatches today from Berlin quot 
ed the Chancellor as follows: 
“We have been challenged to Ugh* 
to the finish; we accept and are stak 
ing everything. 
“Many of President Wilson’s max 
1ms agree with our aims.'' 
the Ilia 
perial Chancellor said. 
“But the ene­ 
my's conditions mean that Germany’s 
defensive force would be destroyed.” 
Continuing, 
the 
Chancellor, afte 
enumerating and commenting on “thr 
enemy’s designs,” declared: 
“I cannot express It more strong!: 
than to say that Germany accepts tin 
challenge to fight to a finish and I 
staking everything. 
"In their reply to our peace offei 
I our opponents declared they wante1 
only a peace which they dictated,” th- 
Chancellor 
continued. 
“Thus 
th* 
whole guilt of the war's rontinuatioi 
falls upon our opponents alone. 
Con 
ditions which they made are only ac 
cepted by a totally defeated people. 
“President Wilson's speech 
in the 
Senate shows tile sincerity of his dc 
sire for peace.” 
Discussing the new submarine po! 
icy, Chancellor Hullweg said: 
“Since last autumn the time ha* 
been ripe, and now the moment ha' 
arrived when, with the greatest pros 
I poet of success, we can undertake the 
enterprise and therefore we must not 
wait longer.”

It would be a very easy thing for 
these new bonds to get a black eye. 
A few repudiated debts, a few poorly

is not safe. As a consequence borrow­ 
ers m ight have to pay quite as high 
for their money as they do under tile 
present plan. 
The reason why farm loans at pres­ 
ent bring high rates of Interest is 
th a t in the past there have been so 
mans losses, 
investors may not dis­ 
crim inate carefully, but then they ure| 
in no position to do so. The fac t that. 
a m an's father, in the depression of 
tw enty years ago, may have lost a 
thousand dollars on a loan on an arid 
tract In one state, should

courage his son from making a loan on

has compiled figures to prove be­ 
yond the least question that not 
only did tile bugaboo of the "post 
exposition slum p” fail to m ateri­ 
alize. but tin* records of the state 
were completely 
broken—in all 
lines of home industry—-by the 
sules of and receipts for goods 
made* 
or 
grown 
in 
California 
during 1916. 
More new factories were opened 
up in California during 1916 than 
during any oilier previous year. 
For example, in Oakland alone we 
found that during a single six 
months of the year the factory 
employe population increased by 
more than 125 per cent. 
In addi­ 
tion to that tile existing—the a l­ 
ready 
established—factories 
of 
the state sold muon more of their 
products in 1916 than during any 
other year en the state’s history.

According to the m ajority of the 
dealers, the enormous increase in 
the sale of home-made and home­ 
grown goods is due simply to th e, 
rem arkable increase during 1916 
of the specific dathunds of women 
shoppers for "something made in 
California.” 
In short, these m er­ 
chants report to the Home Indus­ 
try league, although few of these 
m erchants are members of the 
league, th at they sold so m uch of 
home-made and hom e-groFn ar­ 
ticles simply because there went 
up during 1916 such a 
i>opuiar 
clam or for local goods in prefer­ 
ence to articles imported from out­ 
side the state, due to the powerful 
educational campaign 
conducted 
by the Home Industry League of 
California. 
But while the m erchants give 
the credit to the Home Industry 
league for the m onum ental suc­ 
cess of the year in keeping Cali­ 
fornia’s spending money at home. 
Executive Secretary T horburn is 
quick to announce that every m er­ 
chant in every town, no m atter 
ltow small, provided it supports a 
newspaper, should give 
a great 
share of the credit to the local 
publication. 
“While it is true," declared Mr. 
Thorburn, “that the enorm ous de­ 
mand for Home-made and home­ 
grown goods ie due te the educa­ 
tional campaign conducted by the 
league, the response cf th* editors 
of the state’s newspapers, in even 
the

has 
been so hearty—so enthusiastic—
